LEVELING OFF PROCESS 








The United States Polo Association holds its National matches this week 
at Meadowbrook, and from September 10th through September 28th, the 


best polo played anywhere in the world today, can be seen. The days of the 


vreat International matches have gone, and from many sides wiseacres, 
shaking their head predict the immediate end of the game itself 

With a sigh, these men shrug their shoulders and say, polo is earmarked 
for the junk pil There won't be any such thing; it is on its last legs. With 
this statement, 2,000 years of an amazing sport summarily meets its demise. 
Is it possible to so suddenly rid the world of the game? Are 2,000 years of 
tradition to be wiped off the map because of wars, depressions, changing 
times? During that period, have there not been other changing times, have 
there not been times when the history of the world looked black? Pursuing 
these 2,000 years down the pages of history, there has hardly been a 50 year 
period in which the end of the world, the end of all existing doctrines, gov- 
ernments, in fact revolutions and wars have not threatened to eradicate civi- 
lization The world has always lived in a state of flux for, in his efforts to 
stabalize himself, mankind who is as variable as the sea, has bounded from 
one worldwide crisis to another and still one of the oldest games of civilized 
peoples has somehow survived 


What people are predicting, in foretelling the end of polo, is not really 
that a great sport is washed up-——but that high goal polo as it has been 
played in this country for the past 20 years is undergoing a leveling out 
process which may in fact be one of the most healthy experiences that could 
befall it Like everything else, that becomes top-heavy, it falls, and in the 
doing spreads over more territory, secures itself on firmer foundations. 

High goal polo is a game apart It has been indulged in by the compara- 
tively few great players who, with the aid of large incomes, have invested 
huge sums in ponies, narrowed the sport down to a small coterie of the best 
players. There was nothing particularly harmful in this condition except 
that it tended to label all polo with the term, rich man’s sport, scare many 
good prospects away, make winning dependent on the largest pocketbook. 

Fortunately for polo, however, the 2,000 years of its existence developed

tional competition that could fill the stands at Meadowbrook in the 20's, 


Although it is a far cry from interna- 


polo has been played and is now being played by men who are just polo 
players Call it sand-lot polo, if you will, but this type of game can go on 
as long as there are men who like to ride, who have a good eye and a supple 
wrist, who have nerve and a sporting instinct The world has always been 
able to provide sufficient of these and the chances are, it will continue to do 
so. So long as it does, polo will continue 

Instead of ponies costing $5,000 to $10,000, figures which have discourag- 
ed many a good, young player, although making good newspaper copy, polo 





ponies can be and are being sold for from $250 to $500 and a lot of polo is 
being played with 4 ponies to a string and it is good polo. In the leveling 
process a saner attitude is coming to the fore. Teams are playing polo and 
have been playing two and three times a week this year all over the country, 
Pegasus, Biind Brook, Burnt Mills, Rumson, Meadowbrook, up in Albany, 
in Boston, down in Baltimore, in Virginia, at Del Ray, Florida, at Aiken, in 
Detroit, Chicago, Minneapolis, in Texas and California. Men are playing 
polo who have never even been heard of by the Polo Association, but they 
are still keen as mustard.

What is really happening to polo, 1s not an early demise, but a broadening 
of the base that is killing the depressing reputation of a rich man’s pastime 
and developing anew a sport carried down through the years, demanding 
skill, strength, courage and sportsmanship. The National matches at Mea- 
dowbrook provide an example of perfection, not the be all and end all of the 
game. Meadowbrook itself may have to reduce its present layout that i 
immense, but that does not mean the end of polo as it is being played on the 


sand lots. 

An indication of changing times are ponies for rent at $2.00 o1 $3.00 a 
period, at such fields as Pegasus and Blind Brook This is a far cry from 
$16,000 ponies but it is a fair sign that polo, rather than dying, may just 
be discovering itself in this country, leveling off to a broad, sure foundation 
of healthy sport, which after the present crisis, may be more popular and 
far better understood.
